The bawdy houses that have for 
many years been located near Hope' 
well cemetery, just outside of the 
city, are now all vacant. The last 
of the inmates moved out Monday 
afternoon. 

About three months ag 
nance annexing- to the cit 
tory devoted to these t 
submitted to the council 
Muacham and defeated b; 
4 to 3. Since that time sc 
councilmen have changed their views 
and last Friday night the same ordi- 
nance was again submitted and 
passed by a vote of 5 to 2. 

The territory to be incorporated 
contains about 4 acres of ground in 
addition to 15 or 20 acres within the 
cemetery. Upon the 4 acres re- 
ferred to are three houses of five or 
six rooms each. One of these is 
north of a road separating it from 
the cemetery and is owned by Mrs. 
Lula Wells Mercer, now of Nashville. 
Two other houses south of this road 
and situated between the cemetery 
and the L. & K. Railroad were owned 
one by Mrs. Mercer and the other by 
Mrs. Nettie Wilson Tutt, of Mem- 
phis. Until about two weeks ago 
both were used as bawdy hi 
One became vacant since the first of 
the month and Mondry the furnitu: e 
was all moved out of the other, af- 
ter the occupants learned of the 
nexation ordinance." 

The owners of the two houses at 
once expressed a willingness to 
the property adjoining the cemetery 
to the city at a price much lower 
than they paid for it and yesterday 
the trade was closed and th< 
purchased one house for $1,000 and 
the other for $750, with about thi 
acres of land that extends the un 
cupied cemetery property to the L.

The houses will be utilized and the 
rentals will more than pay the inter- 
est on the investment. There is a 
railroad frontage of several hundred 
feet that the city could if desired 
sell for manufacturing purposes and 
realize a good profit, but this is not 
contemplated. The property is need- 
ed by the city and the improvements 
alone are worth the price 
Above all, the deal forever removes 
from the cemetery its immoral sur- 
roundings. The house not bought 
by the city is also for sale and as it 
will be in the city it cannot be sold 
for other than a lawful purpose. 

It is to be hoped that the work 
done by the council will meet the 
approval of the people. The citizens 
ot that section of the city, after 
during the proximity of these houses 
of ill fame for fifteen years, are 
greatly rejoiced 'that they have been 
cleaned out and are gone forever;'

J. T. Garnett, who has been a 
member of the Association for three 
years, also had one small bed of 150 
yards destroyed, near the road. His 
cropper yesterday threw up his job 
and left. 

Mr. Leavell and Mr. Garrnett are 
not members of the association 
though it is said the former had 
Shout decided to join. Yesterday he 
offered $500 rewarward for the 
capture and identification of the guil 
ty parties and E. H. Armstrong, of 
this city left with bloodhounds 
yesterday to work up the case. 

This is the first time any trouble 
of this kind has been reported in 
this county and such methods canot 
be to strongly condemned. 

Assistant Manager Jno. E. Garner, 
Mr. Jon Allen of Springfield, were in 
the city yesterday enrouted from 
Virginia. They both desired to be 
quoted as disapproving and condem- 
ing such methods in the strongest 
terms and both declared that Col.

The chipmunks often hide 
s many as two quarts of shelled 
beech nuts in one place. Their 
rehouses are, as a rule, under 
ground in sloping and gandy 
I, the burrows having been dujr 
b true engineering skill, so 
that no freshet can drown them 
out. 

There is a colony of chipmunks 
attfOng the mounds of graves in 
the cemetery on Indian island. 
Old Town, near Bangor, which 
numbers nearly 100 individuals, 
and it speaks well for the kind- 
of the Indian children to 
know that the little workers art' 
permitted to live so near to bu- 
nail habitations, for the Indian 
ottages are on all sides. 

It is believed that most observ- 
ing woodsmen will say that tilt- 
ed squirrels of this vicinity sel 
dom make large caches of pro- 
visions for winter consumption, 
and never shell the stored nuts. 
In fact, the red species have no 
need to pay much heed to such 
matters, as they are abroad and 
active in the coldest days of win- 
ter, as much as they are in mid 
summer, so precautions for food 
are not demanded.

PLANTS WHICH DISAPPEAR. 

Shrubs of Southern Mountains That 
Go for No Known Reason — 
Lost for Century. 

In the southern mountains cer- 
tain flowers have been lost for 
nearly a century, and rediscov- 
ered by chance in ■ different lo 
cality, thriving and abundant. 
No one knows the cause of their 
disappearance, by what mean* 
they were removed, or why they 
prefer their new habitat, says the 
New York Herald. 

One curious feature is that 
these vanished rlowefs, or shrubs, 
are not as a rule insignificant 
plants that one might overlook 
On the contrary, the beautiful va 
riety of sumach named aftei 
Micbaux, a French botanist, 
which was Inst so many years am 
has only recently been foum 
again, bore great panicles o 
creamy blossoms first, and luter 
on thick clusters of velvety and 
crimson fruit. 

Its leaves also turned a rich 
crimson iu autumn, so that it 
seemed to flame and glow on the 
mountain sides. 

Another lost plant, also a shrub, 
the elliottia, was a striking beau 
ty. It belonged to the heath fam 
ly and had long spikes of whitt 
blossoms, each blossom shaped 
ike a St. Andrew's cross, in vivid 
contrast with its lustrous green 
foliage. It has now vanished as 
completely as if it bad never ex 
isted. 

Some of the plants were fortn 
nately collected in 1878 by a gen 
tlemau near Augusta, Qa., so that 
t has disappeared in less than a 
quarter of a century. No rea- 
son la known for this loss either 
to botanists or the people among 
horn it once bloomed.

Be it ordained by the Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky: 

See. 1.— That every person, firm, 
company or corporation authorized 
to open the streets and sidewalks of 
the City of Hopkinsville, shall before 
doing so obtain a permit from the 
City Engineer as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 2.— Every applicant shall first 
make known to the City Engineer j 
the location of the proposed opening, 
the time within which, by whom, I 
and for what purpose such excava- 
tion shall be made. 

Sec. 3.— Upon application to the 
City Engineer, in conformity with 
the provisions of the next preceed- 
ing section, it shall be the duty of 
said Engineer to issue a permit to 
said applicant from a stub-book to 
be provided for that purpose, which 
shall be printed in duplicate form, 
containing the location, name of ap- 
plicant, time within which and pur- 
pose of such proposed excavation, 
and said Engineer shall keep the 
duplicate stub as part of the records 
of the City of Hopkinsville. 

Sec. 4.— Any person, firm, com- 
pany or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall upon conviction before the 
police, be fined five dollars for each 
offense.

This explorer is the duke of the Abi 
ri, who, though son of an ex-king, is best 
known for his success in the field of 
exploration. The duke attracted much 
attention in 1897 by making the first 
ascent of Mount St. Ellas. His nortl 
pole expedition, which set forth ii 
1899, attained the northernmost lati- 
tude as yet reached. It Is a long db 
tance from Alaska and the arctic re- 
gions to equatorial Africa and 
Kuwenzorl range, for which he Is soon 
to set forth. 

No little of the hazard of this new 
enterprise lies in the extremes of tem- 
perature through which the party must 
pass. But let us take the Journey in 
successive trips, accompany the < 
on the various stages of the trip to 
top of the Mountains of the M 
The base of the Ruwenzorl range may 
now be reached without difficulty, 
Journey by rail from Mombaza to Port 
Florence on Albert-Nyanza, then 
steamer in a day's time brings one 
Entebbe, or Mengo, on the north 
shore of the lake. Here a caravan will 
be got together, and in a ten-days' 
march the party will be able to reach 
the mountains. An interesting article 
in the New York Times commenting 
on the expedition, says: "It is expect- 
ed that not less than 200 well-dlscl 
plined men, such as may be procured 
in neighboring Uganda, under the su- 
pervision of a score of white superln 
tendents, will be required for the ar 
duous task. The work will cost more 
than to climb one of the higher Him- 
alayas, and unless the explorer leaves 
much for his successors to discover, 
the bill will foot up a total that would 
exhaust any but a princely purse." 

Betore the snows are reached the 
party must push its way In tropical 
heat and amid trcyiical luxuriance of 
vegetation, und this portion of the 
Journey may prove the most trying. 
A way must Qe hewn through the 
bamboo forest for the porters with 
their loads, and the advance mad 
a steaming atmosphere, rainfall here 
being very heavy.
